AN UNUSUAL G IFT 
PRINCETON U niversity^ Archives of 
American Letters, a collection started in 
1939, will be much the richer because of an 
unusual gift received from a 
publisher. 
Dating back to 1858. the files of Henry Holt 
and Co., consisting of more than 40.000 let­ 
ters and documents, have been presented 
to Princeton in IOO boxes and cartons, con­ 
tents of which will be first of all presented 
to “pick-and-shovel” research. 
Holt published suc h authors as Thomas 
Hardy. William Ja m e s, Henry Adams, Rob­ 
ert Louis Stevenson, John Stuart Mill, A. E. 
Houseman and William Ja m e s. The corres­ 
pondence with these authors ought to throw 
new light on their personalities, viewed at 
close, business range. 
Yet unclassified, this m aterial s h o w s 
wide variation, as might be expected, in 
the tem peram ent of authors, 
who range 
from the pleasant and hopeful to the frus­ 
trated and bad-tempered. All of which will 
be grist to the mills of scholarship which 
grind with slow, patient application and so 
often bring brilliant new insights. 


VANISHING CONTROL N EED 
WITH PRICE CONTROL authority up 
for congressional renewal, much doubt has 
arisen as to the need of controls because 
the principal areas of scarcity are vanish­ 
ing. 
Senator Maybank of South Carolina says 
his committee, in discussing new control 
legislation, is considering a provision that 
would permit price ceilings to he suspend­ 
ed whenever market prices drop below the 
OPS level. If that provision were in effect 
today, there- would be sweeping decontrol 
because most prices a r e below official ceil­ 
ings. 
The nub of the matter is that when a 
country is producing plenty of everything, 
as the United States is doing today, there 
Is no excuse for controls. But official Wash­ 
ington has the control habit, can dig up an 
emergency if none is apparent, and decon­ 
trol will come only if Congress makes the 
decision.

It is amazing, when one reads the tran­ 
script of the McCarran Committee’s testi-

a foggy notion of how he used it and what 
jhe d id there. 
It is all very unimportant except

Lattimore’s defenders have painted a pic­ 
ture of a paragon of virtue who is being 
abused by Senator Joe McCarthy and Sen­ 
ator Pat McCarran, while he grew a halo 
around his noble head. 
The testimony actually does not r e a d 
that way. He was asked whether he had 
had a desk in the State Department. He 
said, yes. Then this colloquy took place: 
‘‘Mr. Morris, Weie you a close associate 
of Lauchlin Currie? 
“Mr. Lattimore. No, I would not say 
close. My work brought me into consider­ 
able contact with him for a very short pe­ 
riod. 
“Mr. Morris. Did you in fact have an of­ 
fice in the State Department Building with 
Lauchlin Currie? 
"Mr. Lattimore. I had the use of o n e 
room of Mr. Currie’s offices in that build- 
„ ti 


However, he was living in Baltimore and 
he onl}f cam e over to Washington occasion­ 
ally. It was impossible to get him to say 
frankly how many days each week he used 
that room. This is the testimony: 
“The Chairman. Answer the question 
propounded to you. 
“Senator O’Conor. It would be accurate 
to say you used it several times a week 
over a period of lour or five or six months? 
“ Mr. Lattimore. Yes.” 
Now, if you or I were given the con­ 
venience of office room in the State De­ 
partment, we would not only remember it, 
but we would tell our children and grand­ 
children about it. But not Owen Lattimore! 
He took such conveniences in his stride. 
He testified in both executive session and 
in open session that his attendance at that 
office was “ irregular and infrequent.” 
However, the committee showed him a 
letter dated June 12, 1942 that he had writ­ 
ten to “Dear Mr. Kizer.” In that letter he 
had said: 
“ My home address is as typed above, 
and my home telephone is Towson 846-W, 
I am in Washington about four days a 
week, and when there can always be reach­ 
ed at Lauchlin Currie’* office, Room 228, 
State Department Building; telephone Na­ 
tional 1414, extension 90.” 
Also, Lattimore denied that when Lauch­ 
lin Currie was away he opened Currie’s 
mail. Lauchlin Currie was one of President 
Roosevelt’s administrative assistants, and 
he has been testified about adversely as a 
foreign agent before this committee. 
It 
was Lauchlin Currie who got Roosevelt to 
appoint Lattimore to be Chiang Kai-shek’s 
adviser. All this is in the record. 
So, after Lattimore denied that w h e n 
Currie was away, he, Lattimore, handled

With the coining of Spring weath­ 
er, Pickaway County farm 
oper­ 
ators are faced “with the problem 
of pest control. 
Foreseeing the proolrm. Coun­ 
ty Extension \gent Fairy 
Rest 
* as compiled a series of treat­ 
ments to control the pests. 
The treatment covers an assort­ 
ment of troublesome pests ranging 
from corn seed wireworms to rats, 
all designed to save the 
farmer 
cash with their elimination. 
Following are the pests expected 
to trouble local farmers this Spring 
and methods for eradicating them: 


Wireworm Treatment 
This is a new practice that ap­ 
pears to have merit. Tse 
f o u r 
ounces of lindane 25 per cent pow­ 
der (seed 
corn 
treater 
powder) 
with each bushel of corn and mix 
just before planting. Can be mixed 
by rolling in a drum with a screen 
breaker to get 
even distribution. 
Apply within two weeks of plant­ 
ing 
Earlier 
mixing 
ot 
heavier 
doses may harm germination. 
This puts down a barrier zone 
around each seed in the soil that 
either repels or kills wireworms 
This will not kill white grubs, seed 
corn maggots, root worms or cut­ 
worms. Use if wireworms are ex 
pected to be a problem. Combining 
the disease treatment Arasan with 
Lindane 
will 
reduce chances of 
poor germination 
(Titw or ms 
Use three pounds of actual toxa- 
phene per acre sprayed on the corn 
rows just after 
the corn 
leaves 
open. This should 
stop 
cutworm 
damage. Do not treat unless it is 
thought it will be necessary. The 
toxaphene can be mixed with the 
amount of wate 
that the sprayer 
will deliver per acre. 
Alfalfa 
Cutworms 
Apply toxaphene ( l l 2 quarts of 
60 per cent or two quarts of 40 per 
cent emulsion) evenly to infested 
alfalfa in the amount of water the 
sprayer will apply per acre. Toxa­ 
phene dust (5 per cent at 30 pounds 
per acre) should also do the job. 
Either treatment will also kill spit* 
tlebugs. 
Weevils 
Empty grain bins can be treated 
any time to kill any weevils which 
may he present Thoroughly clean 
bins and spray the floors and walls 
with a five per cent solution 
or 
emulsion of DDT. 
If 
grain 
is 
still 
in bins 
and 
weevils are in the grain, use three 
pounds of carbon bisulfide for each 
IOO bushels of grain. Expose 
the 
gas in shallow pans or on burlap 
bags partially buried in the grain. 
Close bin tight 
for

least

hours. Care should be 
taken 
to 
breath as little of the vapor as pos-. 
sible. Keep ail fires away from it; 
even the turning 
of an 
electric 
swtich may start a fire. 
Farmers selling weevily wheat 
or grain badly injured 
and 
con­ 
taminated with rodents will prob­ 
ably be docked by local elevators. 
Rodent Control 
A relatively new rat and mouse 
poison. Warfarin, is probably the 
best there is It will do the job.

Flea Beetles 
Potatoes and early garden vege­ 
tables take a beating horn f l e a 
beetlej during May.

ticide to combat worms when the 
time comes.

At tho start of the indoor cam ­ 
paign training season experts fig­ 
ured there might be as many as 
25 million independent voters this 
year, and that they would hold 
the balance of power in the pres­ 
idential election. 
This immediately made the in­ 
dependent voter the Clark Gable 
of politics. He was pictured as a 
high-minded thoughtful f i g u r e 
who stood above the clamor of 
partisanship and weighed every 
issue carefully. 
What happened0 Well, natural 
ly 99.44 per cent of all living Am­ 
ericans decided they were inde­ 
pendent voters. The temptation 
to stand aloof on the heights, 
wooed by all factions, was irre- 
bistable. 
Each man could dream of the 
following situation: 
On election 
day the nation is divided 29.567,- 
843 to 29,567,843 and as Mr. Jones 
steps up to ballot the rival states­ 
men say: 
“ Mr. Jones, the

Whom do you choose?" 
“ I ain an independent voter,’* 
says 
Jones 
pioudy. 
“ On the 
grounds of patriotism rather than 
party I cast my ballot for—.” 
And the nation breaks out in 
cheers. Jones has made history. 
The trouble with this 
pretty 
dream was that everybody was 
trying to get into the act. If you 
had decided to be an independ­ 
ent voter, it seemed that every­ 
body you met had decided to be 
one, too. 
That wasn't any fun. bo, grad­ 
ually, more 
arui 
more 
people 
have decided to go back and Im? 
the Democ rafts and Republicans 
they always were. And they arc 
having a much better time. They 
can pitch in and argue for the 
side they really favor. 
Back in the 
fold 
themselves, 
they are beginning to attack the 
independent voter as a heretic or 
a fcnce-straddler afraid to stand 
up and be counted as a man. 
One of these returned 
party 
regulars recently gave me this 
definition of an independent vet 
cr: “ He’s a guy who can't get a 
job with either party, and knows 
it.” And another said, 
“ if 
you 
ask an independent voter how he 
stands on the Taft Hartley Act, 
he tells you hr* stands on the hy­ 
phen."
